New-Car  Delivery  Charges 

Feeling  is  growing  rapidly  throughout  the  country  among 
new-car  retail  dealers  that  the  question  of  delivery 
charges  on  new  cars  should  be  examined  with  the  idea 
of  putting  the  charges  on  a  more  equitable  basis  and  of  saving 
some  of  the  money  which,  it  is  said,  is  now  being  needlessly 
wasted  on  unnecessary  journeys  under  the  present  system. 

In  our  Motor  Trade  Parliament  this  week  a  reader  draws 
attention  to  three  different  scales  of  charges  of  which  he  has 
experience.  One  charge  is  30s.,  plus  petrol,  for  a  34-mile 
delivery  from  manufacturer  to  distributor,  the  second  is  £5 
for  a  45-mile  delivery,  and  the  third  is  £4  10s.  for  a  93-mile 
delivery.  This  reader,  who  lives  in  Berkshire,  comments  that 
“It  doesn’t  make  sense.” 

Two  weeks  ago,  we  reported  a  discussion  by  the  West 
London  Motor  Traders’  Association  on  the  position  in  so  far 
as  London’s  West-End  dealers  are  concerned.  These  dealers 
are  understandably  concerned  at  the  uneconomics  of  cars 
passing  their  premises  for  delivery  to  distributors  on  the 
outskirts  of  London,  knowing  that  they  themselves  have  got 
to  bear  the  cost  of  collecting  the  cars  later. 

The  W.L.M.T.A.  also  consider  that  in  view  of  the  varying 
charges  made  for  new-car  deliveries  to  London,  the  time  has 
arrived  for  uniform  charges  to  be  instituted.  They  are  putting 
their  views  on  this  point,  and  on  the  question  of  payment 
for  the  petrol  put  into  the  tank  of  new  cars,  before  the  manu¬ 
facturers.  And  their  request  for  an  inquiry  should  be  given 
the  sympathetic  consideration  that  it  undoubtedly  deserves. 

The  many  distributors  whose  business  relationship  with 
their  dealers  is  a  happy  one  will,  we  are  sure,  be  just  as  anxious 
as  their  dealer  friends  that  the  whole  question  of  delivery 
charges  should  be  gone  into,  and  reforms  made  where  neces¬ 
sary.  Support  by  those  distributors  now  of  their  dealers’ 
appeal  for  a  sorting-out  of  the  situation  ^ 
would  have  a  powerful  influence  in  help-  yu 
ing  to  preserve  that  happy  and  desirable 
relationship, 

WHAT  DO  YOV  THINK  ABOUT  IT? 
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ELECTRICAL  EQUIPMENT  ON 
GERMAN  CARS  ...  By 
£.  T.  LAWSON  HELME, 

Unit  construction 

HE  electrical  equipment  fitted  to 
the  Volkswagen,  is  designed  and 
made  entirely  by  the  Bosch 
Company.  The  layout  of  the  system 
displays  evidence  of  considerable 
thought  being  given  to  the  design. 
Wiring  is  simplified  by  the  use  of  unit 
construction,  and  the  provision  of 
fuses  in  all  important  circuits  protects 
the  system  in  the  event  of  shorts. 

A  system  of  numbering  the  terminals 
is  used,  which  is  uniform  on  all  Bosch 
equipment,  and  servicing  should  be  a 
straightforward  job  once  the  identi¬ 
fication  has  been  memorised,  and  the 
run  of  wiring  followed  out  from  the 
diagram. 

Fig.  1  (see  page  761)  shows  a  com¬ 
plete  diagram  which  should  be  studied 
in  conjunction  with  the  following 
detailed  review: — 

BATTERY. — This  is  a  6-volt  three¬ 
cell  unit,  located  under  the  seat  on  the 
passenger  side.  It  is  retained  by  spring 
clips  hooked  into  the  lid  and  is  easily 
removed  for  inspection.  The  negative 
terminal  is  connected  to  earth  and  the

rate  on  the  bench  is  4.2  amps.,  and 
when  tested  with  a  standard  heavy- 
discharge  cell  tester  the  voltage  of 
each  cell  should  not  fall  below  1.5v. 
in  10-15  seconds. 

The  following  figures  are  quoted 
from  the  Bosch  service  information, 
showing  the  electrolyte  specific  gravity 
and  stated  temperatures: — 

1  Battery  fully  charged — 

1825  S.G.  at  32  deg,  Baume— 65  deg.  C. 

2  Battery  half  charged — 

1280  S.G,  at  27  deg,  Baume — 22.5  deg.  C. 

3  Battery  discharged — 

1142  S.G.  at  18  deg,  Baume — 13  deg.  C. 

Charging  new  battery 

The  cells  should  show  1.5-1.8  volts 
on  load  when  discharged.  To  charge 
a  new  battery,  fill  the  cells  with  elec¬ 
trolyte  at  1285  S.G.  at  20  deg.  C.— filling 
to  15mm.  (approx,  fin.)  above  the 
plates.  Stand  for  5-6  hours,  then  put 
on  charge  at  5  amps,  until  the  voltage 
rises  on  charge  to  2.5-2.7  volts  per  cell, 
and  each  is  gassing  freely. 

STARTER. — The  starter  is  mounted 
on  the  flywheel  housing  by  a  two-bolt 
spigot,  the  upper  bolt  going  right 
through.  The  solenoid  switch  is 
mounted  on  the  starter  carcass  and 
the  solenoid  plunger  operates  a  claw 
lever  which  moves  the  pinion  assembly 
into  mesh  with  the  flywheel  ring  as  the 
main  contacts  close. 

It  is  Interesting  to  note  that  the  ter¬ 
minals  are  accessible  outside  the 
switch.  One  is  connected  to  the  starter 
stud  by  a  flat  strip  and  the  other  car¬ 
ries  the  cable  from  the  battery.  The 
terminal  nearest  the  carcass  is  there¬ 
fore  effectively  the  “starter”  point  for 
test  purposes  (No.  50),  and  the  other 
(No.  30),  is  the  “battery”  point. 

This  latter  is  the  junction  for  the 
main  charging  lead  to  the  dynamo 
regulator  terminal  No.  51  and  also  to 
the  lighting,  switch  terminal  No.  30.

The  starter  switch  is  closed  by  its 
solenoid  when  the  push  is  operated — 
current  flowing  from  the  No.  30  feed 
to  the  solenoid  terminal. 

CHARGING  SYSTEM. —  The  belt- 
driven  dynamo  has  a  regulator-cutout 
unit  mounted  on  the  carcass  and  hav¬ 
ing  two  external  terminals.  One  of 
these.  No.  51 — is  the  main  line  to  the 
battery  as  mentioned  above.  The 
other  No.  61,  is  internally  connected 
to  the  dynamo  side  of  the  cutout  and 
is  the  cable  through  which  the  warn¬ 
ing  signal  lamp  is  operated.  When  the 
ignition  switch  is  on  and  the  dynamo 
not  running,  battery  current  flows 
from  30  to  15 


the  fleld  resistance  is  also  located.  The 
dynamo  unit  is  a  two-brush  shunt- 
wound  type,  the  armature  running  in 
ball  races  at  each  end.  Orthodox 
assembly  by  means  of  through-bolts 
and  cooling  of  the  windings  by  air 
impeller  form  the  basis  of  construc¬ 
tion. 

In  the  event  of  suspected  trouble  in 
the  dynamo  or  regulator,  the  follow¬ 
ing  test  procedure  is  recommended  by 
the  makers: — 

Connect  a  test  voltmeter  of  mini¬ 
mum  range  0-30v. — pos.  lead  to 
terminal  51  after  removing  the  battery 
cable  from  it.  and  neg.  lead  to  earth. 
Also  connect  to  the  terminal  and  earth 
a  test  ammeter  of  minimum  range 
30-0-30  amps,  with  a  200  watt  resist¬ 
ance  of  0.276  ohms  in  series. 

This  set-up  is  shown  in  Fig.  2.  Run 
the  engine  at  approx.  1,750-2,000  r.p.m. 
when  the  dsmamo  output  should  be 
23-26.5  amps,  at  6.4-7.3  volts.  If  the 
output  is  low,  check  that  belt  slip  is  not 
the  cause  before  removing  the  dynamo

for  bench  inspection.  The  regulator 
is  tested  on  open  circuit,  using  the 
voltmeter  only,  when  the  output  cold 
should  be  regulated  at  7.3-8.6  volts, 
falling  to  approximately  7.1v,  at  20 
deg.  C, 

The  voltmeter  reads  the  voltage  at 
the  “battery”  terminal  (51)  so  there 
will  be  no  reading  until  the  cutout 
closes,  and  the  reading  will  fall  to  zero 
as  it  opens. 

If  the  dynamo  is  thought  likely 
to  be  faulty  and  is  dismantled  for  in¬ 
spection,  the  makers  recommend  that 
tests  of  armature  and  field  insulation 
should  be  made  at  220v.  A.C.  with  a 
neon  lamp  connected  in  series.  Fig.  3 
shows  tests  of  insulation  and  con¬ 
tinuity  by  this  method. 

LIGHTING  CIRCUITS.— Reference 
to  Fig.  1  will  show  that  each  of  the  two 
forward  lamp  shells  contains  two  bulbs 
— one  being  a  dual-filament  headlamp 
and  the  other  a  pilot  or  parking  lamp. 
These  are  controlled  by  the  lighting 
switch  5  and  the  beam-change  switch 
8  and  are  wired  through  the  six-way 
fuse  box  16,  located  on  the  left  side 


panel,  which  lights  when 
the  driving  beam  is  switched  on. 

Two  other  fuse  assemblies  are  fitted. 
A  three-way  box  inside  the  engine 
compartment  (see  Fig.  5)  has  a  pair  of 
linked  fuses  fed  from  lighting  switch 
terminal  58  supplying  the  two  rear 
lamps  and  the  number  plate  lamp. 
The  remaining  fuse  is  in  the  line  from 
stop-lamp  switch  to  the  stop  lamp. 

The  lighting  circuit  starts  at  ter¬ 
minal  30  of  the  lighting  switch.  In 
the  parking  position,  terminal  58  feeds 
current  to  terminal  57  at  the  six-way 
fuse  box,  and  this  fuse  supplies  the  two 
parking  lamps.  Terminal  58  also  sup¬ 
plies  the  panel  instrument  lamps. 

In  the  headlamp  position,  terminal 
56  supplies  the  beam-change  switch, 
from  which  terminals  56a  and  56b  are 
wired  to  the  linked  fuses  and  thence  to 
the  headlamp  bulbs.  Each  lighting  line 
is  therefore  separately  fused,  so  that  a 
blown  fuse  will  indicate  in  which  cir¬ 
cuit  the  short  is  located. 

ACXIBSSORY  CIRCUITS.— The  igni¬ 
tion  switch  4  feeds  the  coil  primary 
line  No.  15  through  the  connector  20,

The  arrangement  should  be  carefully 
studied,  as  shown  in  Fig.  1.  The  line 
to  the  signal  switch  is  through  a  single 
fuse  17,  shown  in  Fig.  5  and  located 
behind  the  instrument  panel,  and  the 
connector  20.  There  is  also  a  line 
from  this  connector  to  the  stop-lamp 
switch  9,  via  the  group  of  connectors 
22,  and  the  return  line  from  the  stop- 
iamp  switch  runs  right  through  to  the 
single  fuse  in  the  three-way  box.  feed¬ 
ing  the  stop  lamp. 

Trafficator  warning  lamp 

When  the  signal  switch  is  operated 
current  flows  in  one  or  the  other  of 
the  solenoid  coils  to  raise  the  signal 
arm.  The  current  to  the  signal-arm 
lamp  follows  a  different  route  starting 
at  terminal  15  of  the  ignition  switch 
and  passing  through  the  panel  indica¬ 
tor  lamp  in  series.  This  lamp  there¬ 


fore  shows  that  the  lamp  is  alight  in 
the  signal  arm  raised. 

A  separate  accessory  switch  6  sup¬ 
plies  the  screenwiper  and  the  roof 
lamp.  The  chain-line  circuit  drawn 
in  Fig  1  shows  the  wiring  of  the  two 
door  contact  switches  fitted  in  export 
cars.  Ordinarily  the  roof  lamp  will 
light  when  switch  6  is  on.  and  the 
switch  in  the  lamp  dome  is  closed.  The 
contact  switches  13  and  14  parallel 
switch  4  and  will  cause  the  roof  lamp 
to  light  when  the  door  is  opened. 
These  circuits  are  independent  of  igni¬ 
tion  switch  and  are  fed  from  common 
battery  terminal  30  through  the  end 
fuse  in  the  six-way  group. 

In  addition  to  the  signal  indicator 
lamp  in  the  instrument  panel,  an  oil 
pressure  indicator  is  connected 
through  the  ignition  switch  to  the 
pressure-sensitive  diaphragm  contac¬ 
tor  fitted  in  the  crankcase,  near  to  the 
distributor.  This  contactor  is  set  to

The  ignition  system  is  quite  orthodox 
and  can  be  checked  by  the  usual 
methods.

This  is  located  in 
the  wheel  boss  and  can  be  opened  by 
prising  out  of  the  hub. 

Test  data 

The  following  test  data  should  be 
carefully  noted  for  reference: — 

DISTRIBUTOR.  —  Contact  gap, 
0.4mm.  (approx.  O.OlSln.).  The  adjust¬ 
ment  locking  screw  is  beneath  the  fixed 
point,  and  the  adjustment  eccentric 
screw  is  located  below  the  lock  screw. 
Rotation  anticlock  at  drive  end. 
Timing  is  checked  with  a  6v.  test  lamp 
connected  in  parallel  with  the  contact 
breaker  to  light  when  points  open.

B.M.C.  Priidnction  at  High  Level 


L.  P.  Lord’s  statement 

ESPITE  the  strike  at  the  Austin  fac¬ 
tory  last  spring,  the  company  turned 
out  139,694  vehicles  for  the  year 
ended  July  31  last,  compared  with  147,833 
for  1952. 

The  corresponding  figures  for  Morris 
Motors  were  139,146,  and  128,925,  and  the 
total  production  of  the  Austin  and  Morris 
companies  was  thus  278,840,  against  276.758 
the  previous  year. 

These  figures  are  revealed  by  Chairman 
and  Managing  Director  U  P.  Lord  In  his 
statement  issued  with  the  annual  report 
and  accounts  of  the  British  Motor  Corpora¬ 
tion,  Ltd.  He  added  that  at  the  present 
time  production  in  all  factories  was  run¬ 
ning  at  a  new  high  level. 

Competition  in  the  export  market  was 


growing,  but  a  large  number  of  vehicles 
were  being  sold  in  the  home  market  in 
.spite  of  the  handicaps  of  the  purchase  and 
petrol  taxes.  He  wonders,  however,  how 
long  the  home  market  will  continue  to 
absorb  vehicles  at  the  present  rate  under 
these  conditions. 

Referring  to  the  recent  acquisition  by 
the  corporation  of  Fisher  and  Ludlow,  Ltd..

ROTHERS  S.  J.  and  V.  V.  Cumbley 
have  building  trade  connections, 
so  it  was  not  surprising  that  the 
new  filling  station  that  they  have 
built  at  Kingsteignton,  Devon,  took 
only  a  month  and  a  half  to  complete. 
Five  Ways  Filling  Station  they  call  it. 

And  a  very  modern  establishment 
it  is,  standing  on  the  main  Exeter- 
Newton  Abbot  -  Torquay  road.  The 
petrol  pumps,  oil  dispensers  and  air 
towers  are  under  a  single  roof  in 
square  formation.  There  is  also  a 
kiosk  for  the  attendant,  while  on  a 
separate  point  nearby  are  diesel  fuel 
pumps. 

The  seven  pumps  are  to  be  extended 
to  12  to  take  additional  brands. 


Although  the  Cumbley  brothers 
started  off  as  a  100-per-cent,  station 
they  refused  to  tie  themselves  in  any 
way  and  have  since  decided  to  be  an 
independent  site  altogether,  selling  a 
full  range  of  brands. 

One  feature  is  the  compressor  hous¬ 
ing,  seen  on  the  left  in  the  picture. 
The  compressor  is  covered  by  an  ark- 
shaped  structure  of  slatted  wood 
having  a  roof  of  cedar  shingle  tiles. 
This  is  to  maintain  the  tidiness  and 
attractiveness  of  the  place — and  to 
help  so  far  as  town  planning  require¬ 
ments  are  concerned. 

The  layout  provides  for  a  large 
restaurant  at  the  rear,  with  wide  car- 
and  coach-parking  space,  and  attrac¬ 
tive  gardens. 


Advertising  Part~Exchanges 


B.M.T.A.  warning 

WITH  the  possibility  of  Increased  com¬ 
petition  owing  to  more  cars  coming 
on  to  the  home  market,  the  British 
Motor  Trade  Association  draw  attention  to 
B.M.T.A.  rule  28(3)  which  deals  with  adver¬ 
tising  part  exchanges.  The  rule  .says  :  — 
“No  member  shall  In  any  advertisement 
make  any  reference  to  allowances  on  used 
trade  goods  beyond  a  statement  that  part- 
exchange  transactions  are  arranged.” 

The  main  object  of  this  rule  is  to  prevent 
the  use  In  advertisements  of  expressions 


which  may  lead  intending  purchasers  to 
conduct  a  grand  tour  of  dealers  in  search  of 
the  highest  possible  allowance  on  a  used 
car  they  wish  to  tender  In  part  exchange. 

.Advertisements  of  this  nature,  the  associa¬ 
tion  point  out,  must  encourage  the  very 
practices  which  It  is  in  the  interests  of  the 
whole  Industry  to  check. 

Phrases  such  as  “highest,”  “most  gener¬ 
ous,”  or  “peak  prices”  will  obviously  be  in 
breach  of  the  above  rule.  Should  any  doubt 
arise  as  to  the  phrasing  in  the  drafting  of 
an  advertl.sement,  the  B.M.T.A.  will  advise.

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Revised  M.A.A.  Qualifications  for 
‘‘  Reconditioners” 

Adopted  at  November  council  meeting 


Must  give  service 

«<  ECONDITIONERS.”  that  is,  firms 
1-^  engaged  solely  In  reconditioning 
-^^used  cars  for  resale,  are  no  longer 
eligible  for  membership  of  the  Motor 
Agents’  Association  unless  they  now  extend 
their  activities  to  giving  service  on  vehicles 
after  sale. 

This  decision  was  taken  at  the  November 
council  meeting  of  the  association,  when  a 
recommendation  to  that  effect  from  the 
National  Executive  Committee  was  adopted. 

The  appropriate  qualification  for  mem¬ 
bership  now  reads  as  follows: — “The  recon¬ 
ditioning  of  used  cars  for  resale  to  the 
general  public  is  held  by  decision  of  the 
council  to  be  repair  work  for  the  general 
public,  but  such  activities  shall  not  alone 
qualify  a  trader  for  membership  unle.ss 
service  facilities  are  available  for  the 
vehicles  which  he  sells.” 

Other  items  on  the  agenda  included: — 

Petrol  Stock  Losse.s. — A  letter  has  been 
sent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 


drawing  attenion  to  the  working  losses  on 
retailers’  petrol  stocks  due  to  unavoidable 
pump  inaccuracies,  turbulence,  evapora¬ 
tion,  and  so  on.  It  is  pointed  out  that 
the  Government  recognised  the  problem 
during  petrol  rationing  by  giving  a  coupon 
“tolerance”  of  one  per  cent.,  and  the  asso¬ 
ciation  therefore  asks  the  Chancellor  to 
take  steps  to  provide  that  petrol  retailers 
be  granted  a  tax  allowance  at  the  rate  of 
2s.  6d.  per  gallon  on  one  per  cent,  of  their 
bulk  purchases  of  petrol. 

Shops  .Vet. — The  Government  are  propos¬ 
ing  to  amend  the  Shops  Act  to  free  petrol 
stations,  and  certain  other  types  of  shops, 
from  the  8  p.m.  closing  re.strlctlons  now  in 
force. 

Weights  and  Measures. — The  association 
have  had  satisfactory  discussions  with  the 
Board  of  'Trade  on  proposed  new  regula¬ 
tions  which  will  require  all  sales  of  fuel, 
oil  and  grease  to  be  made  either  by  weight 
or  measure,  and  to  be  subject  to  weights 
and  measures  control.  It  is  now  proposed

‘sumps  must  contain  the  quantity  specified 
in  the  sale,  but  need  not  be  a  stamped 
measure. 

Car  Order  Form. — In  view  of  changing 
market  conditions,  the  M.A.A.  new-car  order 
form  is  to  be  amended  to  indicate  that  a 
“deposit”  has  been  paid.  A  clause  is  to 
be  Inserted  to  provide  that  in  the  event 
of  a  breach  of  contract,  the  deposit  Ls  to 
be  forfeitable  without  prejudice  to  the 
dealer’s  claim  for  damages. 


Stuart  Malcolm  Hits 

W.  Counties  M.A.A.  dinner 

CONDEMNATION  of  the  Government’s 
attitude  on  roads  and  taxation  was  the 
highlight  of  the  speech  by  President 
T.  Stuart  Malcolm,  of  the  Motor  Agents’ 
Association  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
Western  Counties  Division  at  Bristol  on 
Monday. 

'The  Government  were  guilty  of  a  disgrace¬ 
ful  neglect  of  our  roads,  he  .said.  Motor 
cars  and  commercial  vehicles  had  Improved 
in  efficiency  and  safety  each  year;  but  the 
roads  were  still  the  same.  Motor  cars  were 
the  only  part  of  our  inland  transport  system 
that  was  in  the  hands  of  private  enterprise, 
and  if  the  roads  were  in  private  enterprise 
hands,  they  would  be  the  finest  in  the  world. 

The  M.A.A.  were  continuing  to  press,  too. 
for  a  reduction  in  the  fuel  tax  and  purchase 
tax,  the  President  said.  The  tax  on  petrol 
to-day  was  equivalent  to  first-class  rail 
travel  in  1939,  and  a  reduction  of  both  the 
taxes  would,  he  was  convinced,  go  a  long 
way  towards  stopping  the  vicious  wages 
spiral. 

On  more  domestic  matters,  Mr.  Stuart 
Malcolm  said  that  the  present  16,500  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  M.A.A.  covered  over  18.000  motor 
trade  establishments.  The  a.ssociation  would 
be  celebrating  their  fortieth  birthday  soon, 
and  it  was  a  fact  that  during  those  40  years 
2,000  traders  had  each  given  over  one  year 
of  their  time  to  M.A.A.  work.  What  a  wealth 
of  experience  that  represented,  experience 


.Motor  Show  Trade  Day. — ^There  is  much 
divergence  of  opinion  on  the  question  of  a 
trade  day  at  the  Motor  Show.  An  informal 
discussion  is  to  be  held  with  the  manu¬ 
facturers. 

Purchavse  Tax. — As  a  result  of  Customs 
and  Excise  investigations  of  certain  car 
sales  which  were  effected  immediately  after 
the  last  Budget,  the  association  give  the 
warning  that  on  any  future  occasion  of 
purchase  tax  reduction  dealers  should  be 
careful  to  see  that  there  is  no  “appropria¬ 
tion”  of  any  vehicle  prior  to  the  Budget. 
If  a  customer  places  an  order  for  a  par¬ 
ticular  make  and  type  for  delivery  after 
the  Budget,  written  evidence  of  the  fact 
should  be  obtained. 

Channel  Islands. — ^Following  the  return 
of  the  Channel  Islands  to  the  “home 
market.”  an  M.A.A.  section  is  to  be  re¬ 
formed  as  part  of  the  Hants  and  S.  Wilts 
Division.

Buyer  awarded  damages 

OLDING  that  warranties  had  been 
given  and  broken,  Mr.  Justice  Flnne- 
more  awarded  Jerzy  Z.  Blaloskorski, 
of  Thorncliffe  Road,  Nottingham.  £365 
damages,  with  costs,  against  Herbert  Wil¬ 
liam  Hurley,  of  Repton.  at  Nottingham 
Assizes. 

Mr.  M.  V.  Argyle,  for  Blaloskorski,  .said 
that  the  plaintiff  bought  the  car  by  auction 
for  £485  at  Measham  in  May,  1951,  but 
after  a  test  run  refused  to  accept  it.  Later 
he  made  an  offer  of  £350,  and  finally  agreed 
to  buy  it  for  £435. 

The  car  was  a  pre-war  Ford  which  had 
gone  out  of  production.  He  spent  £68  on 
repairs  before  going  on  holiday.  The  car 
broke  down  at  Rochester,  and  throughout 
a  tour  of  France  was  continually  breaking 
down.  It  was  eventually  sent  back  to 
Measham  in  an  attempt  to  resell  it.  Cost 
of  repairs  carried  out  at  Vlllefranche  was 
8,450  francs. 

Arnold  Lill,  of  the  Standhlll  Garage, 


Standhill  Road,  Nottingham,  said  the  knock 
in  the  engine  was  found  to  be  due  to  a 
worn  small  end  bearing  caused  by  insufll- 
cient  lubrication.  A  cylinder  was  cracked 
and  water  was  washing  the  oil  away.  He 
found  the  electrical  part  of  the  gearbox 
beyond  repair. 

Alfred  Harvey  Beard,  engineer.  Dale  Road, 
Spondon,  said  the  car  was  a  1938  model  but 
was  described  at  the  saie  as  “Rebuilt  1948.” 
He  had  driven  the  car  600  miies. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Talbot,  who  defended,  argued 
that  Blaloskorski  bought  the  car  knowing 
It  had  a  defect.  Referring  to  the  repairs 
in  France  Mr.  Talbot  observed:  “If  people 
buy  second-hand  cars  they  must  expect 
things  to  go  wrong  unless  they  get  a  guar¬ 
antee  for  a  set  period.” 

Mr.  Justice  Finnemore  said  from  the  very 
beginning  the  car  was  unsatisfactory.  It 
was  quite  clear  that  the  engine  and  the 
gearbox  were  in  a  very  bad  state.  The  car 
was  worth  very  much  less  than  the  price 
given.

FATHER  is  always  supposed  to 
monopolise  his  son’s  Christmas 
presents  over  the  holiday  period.

who  knows  nothing  about  what  goes  on 
under  the  bonnet  and  the  genius  mechanic 
who  can  tune  the  blown  Bentley  to  do  over 
130  m.p.h.  without  even  knowing  how  to 
drive,  but  presumably  these  details  are  in¬ 
cluded  to  add  colour  to  the  adventure.

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Making  Hose  Fittings  Fit 

Attention  to  these  practical  points  will  help  to 
avoid  disappointingly  short  hose  life 


The  Goodyear  Tyre  and  Rubber  Co.  (Great 
Britain),  Ltd.,  of  Wolverhampton,  have 
started  publication  of  a  new  magazine, 
"Goodyear  Industrial  Rubber  News."  It  is 
a  bright  little  journal,  practical  in  its 
approach,  as  will  be  gathered  from  this 
article  on  hose  fittings  reproduced  from 
the  first  issue,  dated  Autumn,  1953  :  — 

AYOid  screws 

REMATURE  hose  failures  are  fre¬ 
quently  caused  because  wrong  type 
fittings  are  being  used,  or  fittings  have 
been  applied  Incorrectly.  Attention  to  the 
following  points  will  help  you  avoid  disap¬ 
pointingly  short  hose  life. 

Faults  which  appear  a  great  distance  from 
the  end  of  the  hose  can  often  be  traced  to 
badly  applied  or  wrong  fittings.  If  the 
fitting  has  damaged  the  tube,  air,  water  or 
anything  else  which  Is  being  carried  by  the 
hose  may  travel  many  feet  along  the  braids 
or  piles  before  It  breaks  through  the  cover. 

This  danger  makes  It  obvious  that  fittings 
which  require  screws  through  the  wall  of 
the  hose  must  be  avoided,  and  that  steps 
must  be  taken  to  avoid  damaging  the  tube. 


To  assist  fitting  and  to  avoid  damage, 
the  end  of  the  shank  should  be  radlused 
and  all  sharp  edges  removed.  Lubricating 
the  shank  with  rubber  cement  or  a  thick 
soap  solution  will  help  the  fitting  of  the 
coupling.  Oil,  grease  or  paint  must  never 
be  used  as  a  lubricant. 

The  hose  must  be  pushed  on  to  the  shank 
firmly  and  squarely.  If  the  hose  Is  not 
perfectly  In  line  with  the  shank  there  Is 
danger  of  the  tube  being  fractured. 

When  using  types  of  fittings  which  have 
straps  round  the  hose.  It  Is  not  advisable  to 
remove  any  part  of  the  cover.  Doing  so 
exposes  the  carcass  of  the  hose,  and  develops 
a  weakened,  localised  fiexlng  point  at  a  most 
vulnerable  place. 

Particular  attention  must  be  given  to 
selecting  the  correct  size  of  fitting  to  suit 
the  bore  of  the  hose.  The  maximum  size 
which  can  be  fitted  Into  a  hose  without 
damaging  It  Is  :  — 

Nominal  Outside 

Bore  of  Hose  Diameter  of  Coupling 

lln.  and  below  Nom.  bore  of  hose  +  l/161n.

Before  using  pipe  nipples  as  hose  fittings, 
it  is  necessary  to  recognise  the  difference 
between  hose  sizes  and  pipe  sizes.  The  size 
of  a  hose  is  always  its  nominal  bore, 
whereas  pipe  sizes  up  to  12in.  inclusive  are 
approximate  inside  diameters,  whilst  bigger 
pipe  sizes  are  based  on  outside  diameters. 

Small  diameter  hose  is  often  fitted  with 
short  pipe  nipples,  .slipped  into  the  hose 
and  fastened  with  wire  or  bolted  clamps. 
Scoring  or  grooving  the  nipples  will  help 
to  Increase  the  holding  power,  provided 
sharp  edges  are  avoided.  Threaded  pipe 
nipples  may  be  used  but  the  sharp  end 
.should  be  radiused  and  the  top  of  the 


thread  removed  to  prevent  damaging  the 
tube. 

Obviously  the  limitations  on  diameters 
already  given  also  apply  to  pipe  nipples,  but 
the  following  table  may  be  used  as  a  guide 
for  best  results.

At  no  time  should  an  attempt  be  made  to 
insert  larger  pipe  sizes  than  those  indicated. 

When  couplings  are  applied  to  hose  for 
high-pressure  or  steam  service,  it  is  advis¬ 
able  to  tighten  up  clamps  a  second  time 
before  putting  the  hose  into  service.  The 
clamping  pressure  has  a  tendency  to  relax, 
and  therefore  from  4  to  24  hours  should  be 
allowed  before  the  clamps  are  retlghtened.

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Concerning  progress 

All  would  agree,  no  doubt,  that 
the  development  of  the  motor 
car  Is  not  finished.  But  probably 
many  believe  that  at  this  stage  the 
general  character  of  our  industry’s 
product  has  become  stabilised.  They 
expect  improvements,  but  only  in 
matters  of  detail,  and  that  design  will 
advance  along  currently  accepted 
lines.  They  are  convinced  of  the 
“inevitability  of  gradualness,”  and 
discount  the  possibility  of  sweeping 
changes.  That  attitude  may  be  sound 
enough.  It  is  better,  possibly,  to  be 
a  bit  stick-in-the-mud,  than  to  be 
addicted  to  chasing  commercial  will- 
o’-the-wisps.  Yet  to  rule  out  miracles 
altogether  is  unwise.  They  can  occur, 
if  only  at  rare  intervals,  in  which 
event  less  farseeing  businessmen  are 
apt  to  be  caught  on  the  wrong  foot. 

End  of  an  order 

IF  you  want  to  see  what  can  happen, 
take  a  glance  at  the  cycle  trade. 
There,  not  so  very  long  ago,  things 
looked  pretty  firmly  stabilised.  The 
pedal  bicycle  was  a  steady  seller  that 
could  be  expected  to  continue  in¬ 
definitely  as  such;  the  motor  cycle 
makers  kept  offering,  annually,  even 
higher  speeds  and  greater  riding  com¬ 
fort.  But  the  present  picture  is  very 
different.  Cycle  users  have  come  to 
realise  that  “phut-phut”  engine 
attachments  really  work,  and  there 
has  been  a  consequent  decline  in 
pedalling.  Motor  cycle  users  also  see 
that  the  typical  product  of  the  recent 
past  was  grossly  over-developed,  being 
must  faster  than  they  really  wanted; 
too  heavy,  and  much  too  expensive. 
As  a  result,  the  manufacturers  are 
obliging  with  models  of  about  half  the 


former  weight,  selling  at  not  much 
more  than  half  the  price.  There  is  an 
industry  in  which  a  revolution  has 
occurred.  I  am  not  implying  that 
something  of  the  same  sort  may  hap¬ 
pen  in  cars,  but  I  cite  this  as  an 
example  of  the  apparently  impossible 
happening. 

Where  do  we  stop? 

TO  provide  plenty  of  luggage 
space  in  a  car  is  a  good  thing, 
of  course.  But  it  may  be  one  of 
the  good  things  of  which  we  can  give 
the  customers  too  much — and  I  have 
the  feeling  there  is  already  a  tendency 
that  way.  A  boot  of  good  capacity  is 
undoubtedly  an  attraction  to  some 
users,  and  particularly  to  those  who 
take  their  families  for  long  tours  on 
the  Continent.  But  they  can  hardly 
be  more  than  a  minority  of  owners.  The 
average  motorist,  one  would  think, 
does  not  take  very  much  luggage  with 
him  often,  especially  if  he  is  the 
type  of  man  who  can  only  afford  to 
run  a  small  car.  For  him,  in  fact,  a 
very  large  boot  represents  a  waste  of 
body  room  on  most  days  of  the  year, 
and  he  would  probably  far  rather 
have  it  available  to  provide  greater 
comfort  for  his  passengers.  Here  is 
obviously  a  case  for  compromise,  but 
my  belief  is  that  the  luggage  space 
selling  point  is  tending  to  become 
overdone.

New-oar  Delivery  Charges 

Sir, — The  news  about  delivery  charges  in 
your  November  21  issue  Is  extremely  Inter¬ 
esting.  The  small  retail  dealer  dare  not 
open  his  mouth  for  fear  of  losing  his  new- 
car  allocation  or  registered  position  with  the 
manufacturer. 

With  two  garages  carrying  what  were  once 
known  as  agencies,  the  following  charges 
have  to  be  paid  to  the  distributor  :  — 

A.  34-mlle  delivery,  maker  to  distributor, 
30s.,  plus  petrol,  plus  60s.  pre-delivery  check, 

B.  45-mile  delivery,  maker  to  distributor, 
£5,  plus  extra  1  gallon  petrol  to  reach  home. 

C.  93-mlle  delivery,  maker  to  distributor, 
£4  10s.,  plus  extra  1  gallon  petrol  to  reach 
home. 

It  does  not  make  sense,  and  the  60s.  pre- 
delivery  charge  Is  quite  a  new  racket  prev¬ 
iously  carried  out  freely  by  the  dealer  and 
most  certainly  not  chargeable  to  the  custo¬ 
mer.

Windscreen  Wipers 

Sir, — The  discussion  on  windscreen  wipers 
stirs  memories  of  “pre-wiper”  days,  when 
car  bodies  were  of  the  open,  or  touring  type, 
and  the  normal  procedure  when  driving  In 
heavy  rain  or  snow  was  to  stick  one’s  head 
out  and  look  round  the  screen. 

Although  I  never  tried  the  potato  method 
I  have  known  many  drivers  who  used  It  and 
found  it  very  effective. 

Personally,  I  always  carried  a  bottle  of 
castor  oil  In  the  car.  Smearing  the  screen 
with  castor  oil  before  starting  out  in  wet 
weather  ensured  a  reasonably  clear  screen 
for  the  rest  of  the  day. 

Does  anyone  remember  the  “Mystic” 


wiper?  This  consisted  of  a  metal  strip  with 
felt  let  Into  the  edges,  the  felt  being  impreg¬ 
nated  with  some  chemical  substance.  This 
was  quite  efficient  and  a  big  Improvement 
on  both  the  potato  and  castor-oil  methods. 

I  remember  some  cars  fitted  with  screens 
having  an  oblong  hole  at  driver’s  eye  level 
which  gave  one  really  clear  vision  and  let  In 
only  a  very  small  amount  of  rain.

I  tried  some  and  from  then  on  always 
used  agricultural  castor  oil,  until  the  old 
machine  finally  gave  up  the  ghost  18 
months  after.  The  only  drawbacks  were  : 
starting  on  a  cold  morning  and  the  scent 
from  the  exhaust.

Lubricating  Oils 

Sir, — Perhaps  it  may  have  come  as  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  a  lot  of  people  when  it  was  men¬ 
tioned  here  (October  17  issue)  that  cod- 
liver  oil  was  (and,  maybe,  is)  u.sed  as  an 
Improver  of  motor  engine  oil,  the  main  por¬ 
tion  of  which  is  mineral,  produced  from 
crudes  from  different  parts  of  the  world — 
some  good,  some  bad  and  some  indifferent. 

It  is  impossible  to  produce  a  pecuniary 
receptacle  of  fine  texture  from  the  auricular 
organ  of  the  female  of  the  genus  swine, 
but  it  can  be  Improved. 

First,  as  to  cod-liver  oil,  likewl.se  halibut 
oil.  What  it  really  is  can  be  answered  by 
those  from  the  trawler  fishing  ports  land¬ 
ing  white  fish.

35  YKAR-S  AGO.  “THE  G.  &  M.A.”  7/12/18. 
A  NUMBER  of  motorists  very  foolishly 
threw  regulations  to  the  four  winds 
during  the  armistice  “celebrations”  and  took 
their  cars  out  to  participate  in  the  public 
Joymaking.  The  announcement  of  the 
armi-stlce  caught  many  motorists  who  were 
legitimately  on  the  road  unawares,  but  the

those  two  or  three  eventful  days.  Well,  most 
of  them  are  sorry  for  it  now.  Their  cars 
were  not  Insured,  except  perhaps  against 
fire  and  burglary  risks,  and  the  mafficking 
public  did  not  respect  private  property. 

20  YEARS  .\GO.  “The  G.  &  .M.A.”  9/12/33. 
A  S  prosperity  returns  to  the  world,  the 
taste  lor  quality  is  reviving,  and  the 
scope  for  catering  for  it  which  awaits  the 
garage  Industry  is  tremendous.  There  is 
room  in  every  residential  area  for  one  or 
two  garages  of  commisslonaire-at-the-door 
style,  where  car  owners  who  are  accustomed 
to  .smartness  and  don’t  mind  paying  for  it 
can  take  their  custom.  Commissionaires  do 
not  constitute  quality  of  service,  but  quality 
repairs  can  already  be  obtained  in  most 
districts.  What  too  many  districts  are  short 
of  is  a  garage  that,  so  to  speak,  adorns  its 
portals  with  gilt-braided  trousers  and  treats 
its  castomers  and  their  cars  in  the  style  of  a 
high-class  restaurant. 


The  intestines  pass  through  various  pro- 
ces.ses,  yielding  oil,  poultry-  and  pig-feeding 
stuffs  and  manure. 

The  same  applies  to  herrings  processed 
complete,  which  also  provide  the  bloater, 
“soldier”  and  kipper. 

“Coachbuilder"  writes  of  olive  oil,  which 
may  be  anything  from  the  .salad  Hulle  de 
Provence  of  golden  colour,  or  green  used 
for  making  soap  for  household  use,  but 
known  a  hundred  years  ago  to  the  old  coach 
men  as  the  finest  lubricant  for  axles  of  car¬ 
riages,  which  were  steel  shafts  in  brass  bear¬ 
ings. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  war,  olive  oil  was 
one  of  the  constituents  of  one  of  the  best- 
known  upper  cylinder  lubricants,  proved  by 
the  fact  that  If  left  on  the  forecourt  of  the 
filling  station  in  frosty  weather  it  became 
cloudy  and  took  on  a  granular  appearance. 
Just  as  salad  oil  does  when  put  in  a  refrig¬ 
erator,  and  then  the  uninitiated  housewife 
says  it  has  “gone  bad.” 

Fish  oil  and  olive  were  used  in  motor  oils 
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for  their  sllpperlness.  In  fact,  they  pro¬ 
duced  ‘‘a  really  oily  oil.” 

Castor  was  only  soluble  to  the  extent  of 
about  10  per  cent,  in  mineral  oil,  as  was 
mineral  oil  in  castor.  But  for  retaining  its 
viscosity  under  heat,  next  to  an  oil  produced 
from  Insects,  castor  is  supreme. 

These  three  are  far  from  being  the  only 
ones  used  as  improvers  of  mineral  oils.  I 
can  go  back  to  before  1900  when  an  engin¬ 
eering  firm  dealing  with  gas  and  paraffin 
engines  used  to  add  rape  oil  to  mineral  to 
improve  it. 

Palm  oil  used  to  be  the  lubricant  for 
railway  axles,  until  mineral  grease  took  its 
place. 

The  windmill  with  its  enormous  weight  of 
sweeps  had  either  a  wooden  or  cast-iron 
shaft,  turning  on  an  oak  or  hornbeam  bear¬ 
ing. 

Gearing  was  with  cast-iron  wheels  one  of 
which  had  apple  wood  teeth  inserted.  Pork 
lard  at  6d.  per  lb.  was  the  jolly  miller’s 
lubricant,  and  he  might  add  graphite 


powder  to  it.  That  was  60  years  ago  when  I 
saw  it  done  and  it  may  have  been  done  for 
a  hundred. 

Now  I  notice  that  a  graphite  grease  is 
being  Introduced  for  use  when  recondition¬ 
ing  cylinders  and  bearings  of  engines,  pre¬ 
sumably  an  oil  Improver. 

Perhaps  these  items  on  lubrication  may 
be  of  Interest  to  Members  of  the  House.

‘Transit’ 


To  be  marked 

O  next  week’s  Smithfield  Show 
and  Agricultural  Machinery 
Exhibition  a  particular  interest 
attaches,  making  it  in  fact  a  special 
occasion.  The  reason  is  that  it  can 
properly  be  treated  as  a  jubilee,  the 
British  farm  tractor  industry  having 
been  started,  in  a  substantial  way,  in 
the  year  1903. 

Whether  there  will  be  commemoration 
of  the  50th  anniversary  to  be  seen  at  Earls 
Court,  I  do  not  know,  but  the  fact  deserves 
to  be  recollected.  At  the  same  time,  let 
none  forget  that  the  modern  type  of  tractor 
originated  in  this  country,  and  not  across 
the  Atlantic,  or  in  Germany. 

Until  only  a  few  years  ago  there  was  a 
good  deal  of  uncertainty  about  the  farm 
tractor’s  origin,  and  even  now  the  facts  are 
Incorrectly  given  in  some  reference  books. 
The  real  Inventor,  however,  was  undoubtedly 
the  late  Dan  Albone,  of  Biggleswade,  a 
motor  trade  pioneer,  and  a  full  account  of 
his  work  was  published  not  long  since  in 
"The  G.  and  M.A.” 

Triumph,  and  disaster 

Albone  was  undoubtedly  a  genius.  He 
began  experimenting  with  tractors  before 
the  end  of  the  last  century,  and  in  1903  a 
company  was  formed  to  market  his  machine, 
the  Ivel.  Among  its  directors  were  S.  F. 
Edge  and  Charles  Jarrott;  from  first  to  last 
it  was  a  motor  Industry  venture. 

Not  only  did  the  Ivel  sell  quite  well  in 
this  country;  its  makers  developed  what 
then  ranked  as  a  substantial  export  trade. 
Albone  unfortunately  died  when  still  in  the 
prime  of  life,  and  then  came  the  first  world 
war,  which,  through  a  peculiar  combination 
of  circumstances,  brought  disaster  upon  the 
new  Industry. 

Briefly,  what  happened  was  this.  The 
threat  to  the  country’s  food  supplies  did 
not  become  acutely  menacing  until  about 
half-way  through  the  war,  when  the  vital 
need  to  Increase  production  became  sud¬ 
denly  apparent. 

Quantities  of  tractors  were  wanted  im¬ 
mediately;  the  question  was  how  to  get 
them.  The  Ivel  factory,  and  those  of  several 
competitors,  lacked  capacity,  it  was  deemed 
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unwise  to  switch  larger  motor  industry 
Arms  from  their  munition  production.  It 
was  accordingly  deemed  best  to  accept  the 
offer  made  by  Henry  Ford,  from  the  U.S.A. 

That  was  why  our  native  tractor  Industry 
did  not  cash-in  at  that  period,  but  was  left 
weakened.  Next,  when  peace  v/as  restored, 
farmers  largely  turned  from  mechanisation. 
They  had  been  served  out  with  a  lot  of  un¬ 
suitable  equipment,  and  they  were  becoming 
increasingly  short  of  money.  Austin  were 
among  the  firms  who  tried  to  enter  the 
market,  but  could  not  make  profits  even 
with  a  very  sound  tractor. 

Restoration  and  expansion 

The  time  came  when  the  manufacture  of 
tractors  ceased  in  this  country,  except  at 
the  Ford  plant.  There  the  flag  was  kept 
flying,  and  all  honour  to  those  concerned. 
Otherwise,  mechanically-minded  farmers 
had  to  depend  on  American  Importations, 
like  the  Case,  Allls-Chalmers,  and  others. 

I  would  put  ft  as  rather  more  than  15 
years  ago  when  the  tide  began  to  turn, 
which  it  seemed  to  do  for  no  particular 
reason.  Certainly  our  agriculture  was  then 
at  Its  lowest  ebb  in  history,  and  only 
machinery  offered  much  promise  of  righting 
the  situation. 

Anyway,  tractor  business  started  to  pick 
up  around  that  time,  and  more  motor  in¬ 
dustry  Arms  started  to  go  into  it.  Then 
followed  the  recent  war,  which  was  an 
entirely  different  kettle  of  fish  from  the 
earlier  one,  and  Brlti.sh  tractor  manufac¬ 
ture  proceeded  from  strength  to  strength. 

Also  quite  different  were  post-war  condi¬ 
tions.  This  time  the  farmers  had  been  fully 
“sold”  on  power  cultivation,  and  In-stead  of 
a  falling  off  in  trade  there  was  a  steady  ex¬ 
pansion.  Just  as  one  illustration  of  this, 
the  value  of  our  tractor  exports  last  year 
was  ten  times  as  high  as  it  was  during  1946. 

And  to-morrow? 

Notable,  Indeed,  is  the  record  of  what  can 
quite  well  be  termed  the  Tractor  Division  of 
the  British  motor  Industry.  Particularly  to 
be  noted  about  it,  though,  is  that  much  of 
the  expansion  has  been  made  only  recently. 
While  things  were  advancing  very  well  in 
1939,  and  still  better  under  the  hothouse 
forcing  of  the  war  years,  it  is  the  subsequent 
progress  that  has  been  more  substantial 
and  significant.

MINISTER  ADMITS  ROADS  HAVE  DETERIORATED 


BUT  MAINTENANCE  WORK  MUST  COME  FIRST 


XKKI)  FOK  A  LOMJ-TKRM  Pl.AX 
((  A  FTER  the  extreme  economy  that  has 
ZX  been  imposed  upon  all  road  authori- 
ties  during  the  last  15  years,  the 
time  is  coming  when  there  will  have  to 
be  Increased  expenditure  to  make  up  for 
arrears  of  maintenance.” 

This  statement  on  the  present  attitude  of 
the  Government  towards  the  improvement 
of  the  roads  in  this  country  was  made  by 
Mr.  Hugh  Molson,  Joint  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Tran.sport,  in 
the  House  of  Commons.  He  was  replying 
to  the  debate  on  a  motion  by  Mr.  Pargiter 
(Southall)  calling  attention  to  the  need  for 
a  long-term  plan  for  the  improvement  of 
existing  roads  and  the  building  of  new  roads 
to  meet  present-day  conditions. 

Mr.  Molson  qualified  his  statement,  how¬ 
ever,  by  pointing  out  that  the  Government 
could  not,  within  the  limits  of  their  finan* 
cial  and  economic  resources,  both  start  a 
programme  of  major  Improvements,  and 
embark  at  the  same  time  on  any  ambitious 
scheme  for  .speeding  up  the  maintenance  of 
existing  roads.  Everything  mu.st  be  done  to 
increase  the  amount  of  maintenance  work. 

STATK.MKNT  BKFOKK  CHRI.ST.MAS 

The  Government  welcomed  the  debate  and 
had  no  dlfliculty  in  accepting  the  motion, 
but  the  whole  question  was  still  under  di.s- 
cussion.  They  had  every  intention,  however, 
that  the  Minister  of  Transport  should  make 
a  statement  upon  the  road  programme 
before  riiristmas. 

When  he  moved  the  motion  for  the  debate, 
Mr.  Pargiter  submitted  alternatives  for  the 
financing  of  road  work.  The  first  was  the 
making  of  Treasury  loans  to  properly  con¬ 
stituted  authorities,  the  other  was  for 
highway  authorities  to  submit  a  three-year 
programme.  By  doing  so  they  would  know 
in  advance  what  money  they  would  get  from 
the  Treasury  and  would  be  able  to  pjan 
their  work  much  better  and  do  it  more 
economically. 


Dealing  with  these  suggestions,  Mr.  Mol- 
.son  said  lie  did  not  think  the  tiiiaiu-ing  of 
roads  out  of  loans  would  commend  itself  to 
his  Government  or  to  the  Opposition. 

On  the  other  hand,  he  entirely  agreed 
that  something  like  a  three-year  programme 
would  be  desirable. 

The  Allnister  conceded  that  in  the  last  15 
years  the  standard  of  roads,  as  a  whole,  had 
deteriorated  and  the  need  for  good  road» 
had  increased. 

The  Government  had  been  obliged  by  the 
war  and  by  the  economic  aftermath  of  the 
war  to  carry  out  drastic  economies  in  the 
expenditure  on  the  maintenance  of  roads. 
At  the  .same  time  there  had  been  a  very 
great  increa.se  in  traffic  using  the  roads. 

BIO  GOODS  TBAyFIC  INCREASE 

The  increase  in  the  actual  amount  of 
traffic  was  only  about  23  per  cent.,  but  the 
traffic  of  goods  vehicles — the  ones  that  did 
the  most  damage — on  trunk  and  Class  I 
roads  showed  an  increa.se  of  88  per  cent, 
since  1938,  and  this  Increase  in  the  total 
volume  of  traffic  had  continued  .steeply 
during  the  last  three  years. 

During  the  current  financial  year  the  total 
amount  granted  to  the  Ministry  of  Trans¬ 
port  for  roads  was  £5m.  for  major  improve¬ 
ments  and  maintenance.  The  Minister 
diverted  £2.250.000  la.st  year  from  mainten¬ 
ance  to  eliminating  “black  spots,”  and  in 
July  this  year  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  made  available  an  extra  £1.000,000, 
which  was  spent  largely  on  the  same  pur¬ 
pose.  The  Minister  added  that  he  wa.s 
sorry  to  say  that  the  total  had 
proved  inadequate  for  doing  all  tiiey  would 
have  liked  to  do. 

During  the  debate  Mr.  Molson  said  he  did 
not  know  why  that,  even  in  official  publica¬ 
tions,  reference  was  still  made  to  the  Road 
Fund.  By  the  Finance  Act,  1936,  the 
arrangement  under  which  certain  heads  of 
taxation  were  allocated  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  roads  was  brought  to  an  end. 
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ROVER  EXPORTS  MAINTAINED 


PUMP  AHENDANTS  SMOKING 


WORK  ON  OAS  Tl  RHINE  CONTINT  ES 

“Export  business  has  been  maintained 
and  constitutes  well  over  half  of  our  total 
turnover.  There  still  appears  to  be  a  large 
unsatisfied  demand  for  our  vehicles  in 
couirtries  overseas,  and  our  export  diffi¬ 
culties  are  mainly  due  to  restrictions  im¬ 
posed  by  importing  countries,  usually  for 
financial  reasons." 

This  comment  on  the  export  trade  of  the 
Rover  Co.,  Ltd.,  is  contained  in  the  state¬ 
ment  of  their  Chairman,  E.  Ransom  Harri¬ 
son.  issued  with  the  annual  report  and 
accounts  of  the  company  for  the  year 
ended  August  1  last. 

He  also  reports  that  the  coiniwny’s  turn¬ 
over.  iMJth  in  value  and  the  nnmber  of 
vehicles  sold,  sliow.s  an  Increase  over  the 
previous  year’s  record  llRures. 

The  company  are  continuing  their  work 
on  the  development  of  gas  turbine  engines 
for  cars,  he  mentions,  but  they  have  not 
yet  reached  a  stage  at  which  production 
on  a  commercial  scale  is  practicable.  They 
expect,  however,  to  begin  production  of 
a  small  gas  turbine  engine  for  industrial 
uses  shortly. 

The  Chairman  mentioned  that  a  sub¬ 
sidiary  company  has  been  formed  for 
handling  this  business  in  the  future. 

The  accounts  show  a  trading  surplus  for 
the  year  of  £1,454,180,  compared  with 
£1,423,547  the  previous  year.  Alter  deduct¬ 
ing  depreciation,  £197.375  (£173,958  >.  and 
tax,  £875,003  (£928,316),  the  nett  profit  is 
shown  at  £369,626  (£313,300).  £200,000 

(£125,000)  is  transferred  to  reserve,  and 
£100,327  (£101,186)  carried  forward.

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ROAD  TRANSPORT  LEVY 

PAYABLE  ON  JANUAKY  1 

Garagists  should  remind  their  customers 
who  own  goods  vehicles  and  tractors  that 
the  transport  levy,  Imposed  by  the  Trans¬ 
port  Act,  1953,  becomes  payable  on  and  after 
January  1  next. 

It  will  be  collected  by  local  taxation 
offices  at  the  same  time  as  vehicle  excise 
duty  is  paid.  In  consequence  licences  for 
gotMls  vehicles  and  tractors  cannot  be 
renewed  at  post  offices  so  long  as  the  levy  is 
in  operation. 

Nearly  half  a  million  vehicles  are  affected 
by  the  levy,  point  out  the  Ministry  of  Trans¬ 
port.  It  applies,  with  certain  exceptions,  to 
goods  vehicles  over  li  tons  unladen  weight, 
and  also  to  general  haulage  tractors. 

The  application  forms  for  licences  now 
available  at  local  taxation  offices  set  out  in 
detail  the  levy  scales,  which  are  prescribed 
by  Section  12  and  the  Second  Schedule  of 
the  Transport  Act,  1953. 

The  levy  was  Imposed  to  provide  a  fund 
to  meet  certain  costs  and  deftcit.s  arising 
from  the  dlspo.sal  of  the  road  haulage  assets 
of  the  British  Transport  Commission.  Pay¬ 
ment  of'  the  levy  will  cea.se  when  this 
purpo.se  Is  fulfilled.

No;  shut  for 
dinner  and  everything  as  dead  as 
the  dodo. 

So  I  told  my  driver  to  push  on  an¬ 
other  four  miles  to  a  town  where  I 
know  an  old-fashioned  and  modest 
dealer — an  I.M.I.  man,  incidentally, 
who  suddenly  a  year  or  so  ago  sent 
me  a  model  T  Ford  instruction  book. 

In  this  old-fashioned  place  a  bright 
laddie  told  me  that  they  would  set 
about  finding  out  what  was  wrong — 
and  they  did.  within  five  minutes.  It

was  a  dead  dynamo  due  to  an  in¬ 
ternal  failure.  So  I  said  “Interesting, 
but  what  about  doing  something?” 

Now  I  don’t  think  this  “one-eyed” 
garage  has  a  Gadzooks  Bench  or 
Spiflicators.  It  just  has  a  proprietor 
who  intends  to  give  service,  and  he 
has  an  overlapping  staff  so  that  the 
dinner  hour  is  not  dead  but  dynamic. 
To  cut  the  story  short,  two  to  three 
hours  later  I  was  on  the  road  again, 
the  fault  repaired  and  the  set  work¬ 
ing. 

See  what  I  mean?  This  was  not 
the  “service”  agents  but  merely  a 
modest  place,  whereas  the  first  one 
is  spoken  of  with  awe  as  they  can 
nearly  design  and  build  a  complete 
motor  car. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  I  still  applaud 
the  efforts  of  the  little  man?
